‘A Cruel Hoax’ on Family 


Woman faces charges for 
saying she was missing girl 

THORNTOWN, IND. I A woman who called 
the parents of a missing girl and claimed 
she might be their long-lost daughter faces 
criminal charges after police said she lied 
about her identity. 

Donna L. Walker, 35, of Topeka, Kan., 
faces a felony charge of identity deception 
and a misdemeanor charge of false report- 
ing. Her whereabouts were not known on 
Wednesday, authorities said.

President pursuing way to 
eodify hetero-only marriage 


WASHINGTON | President Bush said 
Wednesday he respects homosexuals but 
draws the line at gay weddings, and he dis- 
closed that government lawyers are explor- 
ing measures to legally define marriage as a 
union between a man and a woman. 

“I think it is very important for our soci- 
ety to respect each individual, to welcome 
those with good hearts, to be a welcoming 
country,” Bush said during 
a news conference at the 
White House. 

“On the other hand, 
that does not mean that 
somebody like me needs 
to compromise on an issue 
such as marriage,” he 
added. “I believe a marriage 
is between a man and a woman, and I think 
we ought to codify that.” 

“I am mindful that we’re all sinners, 
and I caution those who may try to take the 
speck out of the neighbor’s eye when they 
got a log in their own,” the president said, 
invoking a biblical passage from the Gospel 
of St. Matthew. 

Christian conservatives such as Franklin 
Graham and the Rev. Pat Robertson lauded 
Bush’s stance, whereas gay rights groups, 
such as the Human Rights Campaign, 
blasted Bush’s statement as a “call to codify

Lawmakers Fight

Move comes amid

WASHINGTON | A suicide hijack- 
ing warning led the government 
to ask airlines to watch out for 
certain foreigners just days after 
it asked for cuts in the air marshal 
program that was boosted after the 
Sept. 11 attacks. 

Lawmakers from both parties 
said they would block any effort to 
reduce funding for air marshals. 

“It is foolish to even consider 
cutting back the number of air 
marshals on commercial flights,” 
Rep. Harold Rogers, R-Ky. said 
Wednesday. 

The Transport Security 
Administration asked Congress 
last Friday for permission to cut 
$104 million, or about 20 percent. 


of the funding for the air marshal 
program to help offset the agency’s 
$900 million budget deficit. 

The next day. Homeland 
Security — the TSA’s parent 
agency — sent an advisory to air- 
lines and law enforcement agencies 
warning al Qaeda may try more 
suicide hijackings. On Monday, 
the TSA directed U.S. airlines to 
immediately begin more intensive 
screening of travelers flying out of 
a foreign airport into the United 
States, then connecting to another 
foreign destination. 

It’s unclear how many of the 
estimated several thousand air 
marshal jobs could be affected. 

With an average of 35,000 
flights in the United States every 
day, the marshals can’t fly on every 
plane. But the possibility that they 
might be on a flight is a deterrence,

N.H. Dad Shot Kids, Documents Say 


CONCORD, N.H. | A man accused 
of killing his two children told 
authorities he shot them in New 
Hampshire and buried them in a 
shallow grave in the Midwest after 
saying a prayer and making a duct 
tape cross on each child’s chest, 
according to court documents 
released Wednesday. 

Manuel Gehring, 44, was 
arrested in California earlier this 
month after a cross-country trek 
and was charged with murder. 
Investigators have yet to find the 
youngsters’ bodies. 


Gehring told police “that he 
pulled the van over and shot 
them with the 
handgun,” 
according 
to the docu- 
ments.

last seen in

In an affidavit, police said 
Gehring told them he returned 
home with the children, picked up 
a handgun, drove up to 45 minutes 
south of Concord, then shot them.

8 ies somewhere along Interstate 80 
^ in Ohio, the documents said. 

Prosecutors declined comment.

Dennehy Died From 
Gunshot Wound 


WACO, TEXAS I Baylor University 
basketball player Patrick Dennehy 
died of gunshot wounds to the 
head, according to a preliminary 
autopsy released Wednesday. 

Authorities found the remains 
of the 21-year- old athlete, who had 
been missing about six weeks, in a 
field four miles from campus. 

Dennehy was killed in the field 
where his body was found, the 
report says. It does not specify how 
many times he was shot, whether 
he suffered other wounds or when 
he died. The complete autopsy is 
expected to take several weeks. 


Investigators had searched 
earlier at nearby gravel pits, a site 
police say was provided by Carlton 
Dotson, Dennehy ’s roommate, who 
is charged with murder. 

Dotson was arrested July 21 
after telling FBI agents that he 
shot Dennehy when Dennehy 
tried to shoot him, according to 
the arrest warrant affidavit. 

After his arrest, Dotson said 
he “didn’t confess to anything.” 
Dotson, 21, remains jailed without 
bail in his home state of Maryland 
pending extradition to Texas.

Third-party 
candidates will 
benefit from change 

ANNAPOLIS, MD. | Opening the 
political landscape to third party 
candidates, the state’s highest 
court this week overturned a 
requirement that minor political 
parties obtain 10,000 voter sig- 
natures for recognition as a party. 
It also struck down a requirement 
to submit a second nominating 
petition for each candidate with 
the signatures of 1 percent of the 
electorate. 

“In our view, the Election Code’s 
two -tiered petitioning requirement 
for minor parties discriminates 
against minor political parties,” 
the Court of Appeals said. 

Alternative parties such as the 
Green Party, Libertarian Party, 
Reform Party and Constitution 
Party each successfully petitioned 
for state recognition in the 2000 
and 2002 election cycles. 

In the past 63 years, only two 
third-party gubernatorial hopefuls 
have been placed on a statewide, 
general election ballot. Both went 
on to lose, (ap)

The Soul Survivors 


Perhaps the best known of the Philly Soul groups, the O’Jays 
endured a lengthy apprenticeship before finding stardom. The 
Ohio vocal group first formed as the Triumphs in 1958 and were 
briefly the Mascots before being renamed by Clevelend DJ Eddie 
O’Jay. Though they had charting singles as early as 1963, it wasn’t 
until they joined forces with Philadelphia International Records 
and writers/producers Kenneth Gamble and Leon Huff that they 
achieved national recognition. 

You could argue that Philly Soul was a watered- down combi- 
nation of elements from 60s 
Motown, but the love songs 
were romantic, the dance 
tracks were danceable, and 
they even slipped in some 
protest lyrics . Unlike many 
soul acts, the O’Jays flour- 
ished in the early days of 
disco, but they didn’t have a 
hit single after 1978. 

Although they formed in 
1956, it wasn’t until 1964, 
after signing with Motown, that the Four Tops found commercial 
success. 

The Four Tops soon became one of Motown’s first- string acts, 
the male version of the Supremes — like the Supremes, nearly all 
the Four Tops singles were written and produced by Brian Holland, 
Lamont Dozier and Eddie Holland. While the Temptations’ main 
attraction was their smooth tenor singers, the Tops’ lead singer is 
rough-voiced bass Levi Stubbs, who recorded many of the label’s 
most impassioned vocals (“Standing In The Shadows Of Love,” 
“Reach Out I’ll Be There”). Motown’s house band, always excel- 
lent, often outdid themselves on Four Tops songs (“Bernadette,” 
for example). 

The group left Motown in 1970, a couple of years after Holland- 
Dozier- Holland did, had a huge hit in 1972 with “Ain’t No Woman 
(Like The One I’ve Got),” and is now on the oldies circuit: some- 
how the original lineup managed to stick together more than forty 
years, dbw (not for publication)

In judging 
the morality of this ... you have to 
weigh the moral downside of bet- 
ting on death, as you call it, versus 
the moral upside of perhaps pre- 
venting the death of thousands of 
innocent people. My point [is] that 
the market wouldn’t work, so the 
tradeoff is a bad one.

And if people were 
betting that the event would 
occur regardless of the U.S. 
government’s involvement, then 
would the U.S. be able to “beat 
the market” any better than any- 
one else?- DC 

That’s precisely the point. ...

spy kind of theoretical exercises 
you could get into. The purists 
would argue this is exactly what 
the market would reveal. But I’m 
not sure it would if some of the 
parties set out to deliberately 
manipulate it.

It’s not trading lives 
for intel — it’s saving lives from 
congressional cluelessness and
